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HISTORY  OF  THE  '58  BRONCHOS 

In  the  opening  game,  Odessa  showed  promise  of  a  great  season  by  getting  a  revenge  win 
over  Pasadena  with  a  score  of  21  to  8.  Although  being  doubtful  of  having  a  great  team, 
Odessa  proved  to  themselves  as  well  as  to  their  followers  that  they  had  the  making  of  a  great 
team. 

For  their  second  game,  Odessa  traveled  to  Lubbock  to  play  the  Westerners.  Odessa  gained  a 
6  to  0  victory  in  a  tightly  fought  defensive  game.  The  Odessa  Bronchos  showed  great  poten- 
tiality by  stopping  a  Lubbock  drive  to  the  ten  yard  line  in  the  closing  seconds  of  the  game. 

Spirited  by  two  opening  victories,  the  Red  Hosses  journeyed  to  Port  Arthur's  home  field. 
The  Hosses  lost  by  a  16  to  14  margin  in  the  third  game  of  the  toughest  high  school  schedule 
in  the  state. 

Odessa  rebounded  with  a  36  to  12  win  over  the  Amarillo  Sandies.  This  game  was  one  of 
the  best  played  games  of  the  season.  Odessa,  being  a  wave  of  cmshing  blocks,  bone-rattling 
tackles,  and  goalward-bound  runners,  showed  Odessa  fans  again  that  they  had  the  mauds  of  a 
great  team. 

Odessa  then  traveled  to  Corpus  Christi  to  play  the  strong  Texans  of  W.  B.  Ray.  Odessa 
again  showed  a  great  victory  by  winning  16  to  14  and  by  stopping  another  drive  in  the  closing 
minutes  of  the  game. 

Odessa  returned  home  to  host  the  number  1  4-A  team  in  the  state,  Wichita  Falls.  After  a 
thrilling  and  exciting  game,  Odessa  had  lost  20  to  6.  The  Odessa  boys  felt  that  they  could 
have  won  if  they  had  had  a  few  more  breaks.  They  considered  the  Coyotes  of  Wichita  as  the 
smoothest  and  best  team  they  had  faced. 

With  a  sparking  4  and  2  record  against  the  toughest  non-conference  schedule  in  the  state, 
Odessa  went  to  San  Angelo  to  hand  the  Bobcats  a  28  to  14  defeat.  This  game  showed  how  the 
Red  Hosses  of  Odessa  liked  to  hit  with  their  shoulders. 

Odessa,  using  only  straight  stuff  and  very  little  passing,  defeated  the  Steers  of  Big  Spring 
by  a  count  of  22  to  14.  The  Steers  were  really  fired  up  for  this  one,  but  it  appeared  that  Odessa 
was  looking  toward  the  next  week's  clash  with  Abilene. 

Sitting  on  a  2  and  0  district  record,  Odessa  went  to  Abilene  to  try  to  beat  the  Eagles. 
Odessa's  spirit  was  high  and  the  tension  was  great.  Odessa  was  beaten  34  to  14.  The  game  was 
much  closer  than  the  score  indicated.  Odessa  time  after  time  was  on  Abilene's  goal  line  but 
failed  to  crack  it  more  than  twice. 

Odessa  then  returned  home  to  the  Midland  Bulldogs.  Let  down  after  their  defeat  to  Abilene, 
Odessa  was  beaten  by  a  fired-up  Midland  squad,  21  to  8.
